Abortion liberalization proposals will come before 
legislatures in more than a dozen states in 1969. A 
commission 
appointed by Gov. 
Richard J. Hughes 
recently has been holding open hearings on modifying the 
119-year-old abortion statute in New Jersey. The source 
for much of this information is the Association for the 
Study of Abortion, Inc., which will sponsor a four-day 
international conference opening on Sunday, Nov. 17, in 
Hot Springs, Va. 
In the past year or two, abortion statutes have been 
modified in Mississippi, Georgia, Colorado, California, 
North Carolina, and Maryland. A reform measure was 
defeated in New York state at the 1968 session of the 
legislature.

Canadian Prime Minister Pierre Truieau advocates 
revision of that country’s abortion laws, arguing that “the 
government has no place in the nation’s bedrooms.”

LESTER GARFIELD MADDOX likes to speak of “an 
oP country boy like me.” The Governor of Georgia 
attributes his political success to “Dale Carnegie and 
prayer.” Asked if he has eyes on the White House, he 
says, “Naw suh. I jus’ wanted to see how fer a li’l fellow 
could go. I wanted to see if this wuz still America.” 
Lester Maddox gained nationwide notoriety in 1964. 
Defying federal civil rights law, he drove Negroes from his 
Pickrick restaurant in Atlanta with ax handle and pistol. 
He went on to defeat five rival candidates in the 
Democratic primary in September 1966. He was chosen 
governor by the Democratic - controlled legislature after 
neither he nor his Republican opponent had gained a 
majority in the general election of November 1966.

Lester Maddox gained nationwide notoriety in 1964. 
D efying federal civil rights law, he drove Negroes from his 
Piekrick restaurant in Atlanta with ax handle and pistol. 
He went on to defeat five rival candidates in the 
Dem ocratic primary in September 1966. Ile was chosen 
governor by the D em ocratic 
controlled legislature after 
neither he nor his Republican opponent had gained a 
majority in the general election of Novem ber 1966.
